LOS ANGBLES, Cal., May 2—One of 
the most remarkable will contests in thef® 
history of litigation in California is about 
to begin in the Superior Court of Los An- 
geles. 

It involves the United States secret serv- 
ice, a mysterious fortune of $142,000 In green- 
backs, a young actress, a prominent Boston 
family, a counterfeiters’ gang and an old 
raiser who died In Los Angeles In May, 
1902, and whose eccentricity is the cause of 
all the trouble. 

Charles Hil is the name by which the old 
man was known in life. Soon after his 
death, at the age of 89 years, in the Good 
Samaritan Hospital, it was discovered by 
the public administrator that instead of 
being poor, as well as infirm and deaf, 
Charles Hill had $142,000 in greenbacks 
stowed away in a safety deposit box. 

No will was found among Charles Hill's 
effects, and it was supposed, after many 
weeks bad elapsed, and no substantial 
claims had been established against the 
estate, that the money, after lying idle 
for seven years, would revert to the Com- 
monwealth, as the law ordains. 

Last August, however, sufficlent import- 
ance was attached to the claims of Sa'em 
D. Char’es and his relatives in Boston and 
New England to justify the authorities in 
the opinion that they were the lawful heirs 
of the dead miser, whose real name, ft is 
claimed, was Salem Charles.

On the south is 
the Yellow sea and westward it stretches 
away toward Mongolia, without natural 
frontiers. Its boundary in that direction 
was once marked by a long line of pali- 
Sades, erected four centuries ago, to keep 
Out the tribes of the west. These palisades 
have long since disappeared. 

But the great wall which was built 2000 
years ago to rotect China against the 
Mongolians and Manchurians still stands, 
the most stupendous work ever construct- 
ed by the hand of man. Millions of work- 
men were employed upon it. and ere it 
150 miles of tortuous length had been com- 
pieted millions of human lives were the 
ghastly tribute which jt demanded Upon 
the Manchurian side it presents a bold 
face of gray brick and stone, bristling with 
towers, which were a formidable defense 
in the days of crossbow warfare. On the 
Uninese side is a steep embankment of 
earth. 

Such was the method which the ancient 
Chinese devised for keeping out the Man- 
churians. But one day, away back in the 
seventeenth century, a Chinese emperor, 
sore pressed by rebels at the very gate 
of Peking, let the Manchurian 
through the wall in order to gain their 
assistance in subduing his enemies. The 
Manchurtans never returned. From that 
day to this thelr dynasty has ruled China, 
Tradition About 

the Manchurians, 

The Manchurians are of such ancient 
heritage that their beginning is a tradi- 
tion. Once upon a time, their story goes, 
ihree heaven-born maidens were bathing 
in & lake in the Long White mountains. 
A magpie, tying overhead, dropped a red 
iruit, which one of the maidens ate. She 
gave birth to a son named Aisin Givoro, 
who Was the fiwst of the Manchurian race. 
Scienusts, who will not accept this poetic 
fancy, Say that the Manchurians came 
originally from the great Mongol country 
on the west—a movement of the human 
race trom west to east, differing from the 
ordinary migrations, which have been from 
east to West. 

Mukden, the chief city of Manchuria, is 
500 miles northeast of Peking. Nowadays 
thir distance is traveled by railroad. A. 
long line of steel rails penetrates a_preak 
in the Chinese wall, and when thfs gap 
has been passed Manchuria is spread out 
like a magnificent panorama. its border 
land is no longer a terra incognita. On 
the contrary, the tourist has invaded tlie 
once unknown country and has carried 
off every -portable ido] from the temples 
and left the priests with nothing but the 
larger images that cannot be moved. ; 

In the country everything is stil] primi- 
tive. The mule carts, which form the only 
means of transportation, have clumsy, 
nail-studded wheels, with axles as big as 
kegs, und which bump along over unseen 
stones in the same ruts which have been 
followed for a century. Wives are still 
bought in the market place, like calves 
and dogs, and are taken home, clad in 
gorgeous colored silks and wearing head- 
dreases of tinsel and artificial flowers. 
There ure 12,000,000 people in Manchuria 

in three provinces, Shinking, Kirin 
i-tsi-har. The first is the largest and 
known. The chief city, Mukden, is 
known aa ‘‘the affinent capital,” and has a 
population as large as Washi on. It is 
surrounded by a low mound wall, ten miles 
in ocireuit, within which {ts another wall, 
three miles around, 35 or 0 feethiah and 15 
feet in width. The city ts Uke Peking on 
a emalier scale. The streets are wide and 
clean and the large. well buflt shops. with 
their counters and other arrangements, in- 
dicate great trade. There are indications 
of p rity everywhere and the city fs 
regarded as one of the best in China.

Russia’s Present 


Political Standing. 

By agreemert concluded between China 
and Russia in December, 1901, the latter 
exercises a protectorate over Manchuria 
in the same sense that the British main- 
tain a protectorate over India. 

The conditions on which Russia con- 
sented to allow the Chinese officials to 
resume civil government are as follows: 

First-—The Tartar general Tseng un- 
dertakes to protect the province and 
pacify it, and to assist in the construc- 
tion of the railroad 

Second-—He must treat kindly the Rus- 
sians in military occupation, protecting 
the railway and pacifying the province 
and provide them with lodging and pro- 
vistons. 

Third—He must disarm and disband 
the Chinese soldiery, delivering in their 
entirety to the Russian military officials 
all munitions of war in the arsenals not 
already occupied by the Russians. 

Fourth—All forts and defenses in Shen- 
king not occupied byb the Russians, and 
all powder magazines not required by the 
Russians muet be dismantled in the pres- 
ence of Russian officials. 

Fifth—Newehwang and other 
occupied by the Russians shall be restored 
to the Chinese civil administration when 
the Russian government is satisfied that 
the pacification of the province is com- 
ylete 
P'Sixth—The Chinese shall maintain law 
and order by local police under the Tartar 
general. 

Seventh—A Russian political resident, 
with general powers of control, shall be 
stationed at Mukden, to whom the Tarter

Only One Ounce of the Pre- 


cious Stuff Has as Yet 
Been Manufactured.

LONDON, May 2.—Radium is now quoted 

in London at $1,500,000 a pound, but only 
one ounce has yet been manufactured and 
tiat has been “cornered” by a German 
scientist. 

Mr. Isenthal, a dealer in scientific ap- 
pliances on Mortimer street, hag an in- 
finitesmal quantity in the form of radium 
bromide, particles of which the size of a 
pinhead sell for 880 eech. Radium hes 
been assoctated with pitchblende, but in 
such minute quantities that great masses 
of the latter have to be used in order to 
get an appreciable amount of radium. 

Tt is the coet of the making, rather than 
the actual scarcity of radium it3sif, that 
is responeible for the price.

Supreme Court as 
Out of Place. 


WASHINGTON. May 2-—The effort of 
the negroes of Alabama to test the constl- 
tionality of the recent election law enacted 


in that state failed. The Unted Statea Su- | 


preme Court passed over the question of 
jurisdiction and tgnored the question cf 
constitutionality. The relief asked for was 
denied on the ground that it would be 
an extraordinary and unheard-of extension 
of equitable law to political matters. 

The suit was brought by one negro, Jack- | 
gon W. Giles, on behalf of himself and 
5000 others, against the board of regis- | 
trars of Montgomery County. Ala., to | 
compe! the rezistering of the complainants. | 
The Circuit Court refused to entertain the . 
case on the ground of want of jurisdiction. 

By a majority opinion the Supreme OConrt 
went into a consideration of the merits of 
the case. The opinion was handed down by 
Justice Holmes. 

It was pointed out that the complainant 
asked to be registered under an existing 
system which he himself deciared to be 
wnconstitutionai and a fraud. Relief in 
equity for a political wrong the court heid 
to be Impuassibie. 


This vpinion seems to indicate that the 


matter of disfranchisement of any class oi 
citizens rests entirely with the etate in 
which such disfranch'!sement takes place 
and is nut reviewable by the federal courts.

Father Walzer Denounces Ac- 
cusation and Arrest of 
Himself as the Results of 
a Terrible Mistake, 


BLOODHOUNDS FOLLOW 


Locked Up to Protect Him 
From Violence of Citizens 
Who Would Avenge Death 


of Priest's.Sister. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TLYRIA, O., May 3—The Rev. Ferdi- 
nand Walzer, who is accused of the mur- 
der of Agatha Reichlin, has been locked up 
in the county jail here. He offered bail in 
any sum to be desired, but the officers re- 
fused to consider it. 3 

The priest declared that he was very 
tired, and calmly slept within half an hour 
after he was put in a co@ll. Before being 
locked up he repeatedly deciared his inno- 
cence. 

“O, my God,” he cried, “‘what a position 
to be In.. I came to Lorain to have a quiet 
visit, and this had to happen. I am 
irmocent as a baby. I have nothing to 
offer in defense. They will have to prove 


me guilty.” 
Miss Reichlin was murdered with a heavy 


during the absence of her brother, the Rev. 
Father Reichlin. Father Walser, who 
roomed in the house, gave the ajarm and 
told of a burglar who had entered the room 
by a ladder and committed the crime. 

Father Walzer went to Lorain from To- 
ledo. He recently celebrated his silver 
jubilee at St. Joseph's College, Renessa- 
laer, Ind., and went to Toledo for a recep- 
tion in Ais honor et Sacred Heart Church, 
where he had been assistant pastor for six 
months. He is 61 years old. 


Says He Heard 

the Girl’s Screams. 

In the night, Father Walser says, he 
heard screams from Agatha’s room. He 
ad@elares that he ned the hallway just 
in time to see a mAn disappearing through 


girl's brother, reached his sister’s room, 
she was degd. Her head had been terribly 
crushed with a stone or some heavy in- 
strument. 

Bloodhounds were brought from Fort 
Wayne, Ind., and took the scent. The 
dogs circied around the house several times 
and finally went to the room occupied by 
Father Walzer. 

They again took the trail and led the 
polipe directly to St. Joseph's Hospital, 
whero Father Walzer slept last night. 

He was arrested at the hospital.

@uty to protect Father Walzer from 
threatened violence. He was a guest in 
the Refchlin household. Charles Reichlin, 
the elder brother, pastor of St. Joseph's 
Cathojic Church at Lorain, had been called 
@way from home to officiate at a funeral. 
His sister, Agatha, who was his house- 
keeper, and Casimir, a younger brother, 
were left at home. 


Girl’s Brother Says 

Priest Is Innocent. 

Casimir Reichlin says he believes the 
priest is innocent. 

The warrant for his arrest was issucd 
this morning, after the poljce had spent 
the night in an attempt to trace the mur- 
derer with the aid o: bloodhounds. Two 
dogs were taken to the murdered girl's 
room, thence into the yard. There they 
picked up the scent and followed it to St. 
Joseph's Hospital, where Father Walzer 
passed the night. They refused to raise a 
cry when they were taken to the ladder, 
by which the murderer was supposed to 
have entered the Reichlin house. 

“That ladder was not used by the person 
who handled the clothing of Miss Reichlin’s 
bed,"’ Dr. Hickman, the own of the 
bloodhounds declared. ‘The scent is posl- 
tively not there. The dogs are keen and 
would find it if it were.”’ 

“You are wrong.” exclaimed Father 
Walser, when he was arrested. “It is a 
shame to take an honest man In this way.” 
The county prosecutor would not discuss 
the evidence against the priest. He said 
that In view of the feeling against Father 
Walzer in Lorain, where the belief ob- 
tained that he knew more about the mur- 
et oe ee 
able to arrest him. 

Today after nis arrest the isiaaen admit- 
ted that he had been arrested once before, 
at Clinton, Mo., on the charge of having 
abused an orshan in his charge.

Fifteen Hundred Witnessed Impressive Masonic 


Ceremony at Cornerstone Laying and Ap- 
plauded Circuit Attorney’s Address. 


On a commanding mound, which over- 
looks the Government builiding, at the very 
center of the “plateau of states,’’ the cor- 
ner stone of the Missouri building of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition was laid 
yesterday afternoon. 

The ceremony, conducted according to the 
ancient rite of Masonry, was one of the 
notable features of the afternoon. The 
other was the ovation to Circuit Attorney 
Folk by an audience of 1500 of representa- 
tive Missourians, following his speech on 
“Civic Purity.”’ 

Mr. Folk was given a tumultous recep- 
tion. During his address, which abounded 
in impassioned pleas for honesty in pwblic 
life, he was frequently cheered, 

At the close of his remarkable effort, the 
audience gave him unstinted applause, and 
those on the platform congratulated him 
warmly. 

It was shortly before sunset when Grand 
Master Wiliam F. Kuhn of the Masonic 
Grand Lodge of Missouri! pronounced the 
stone perfect in form, alignment and posi- 
tion, and it was lowered into place. 

At 4 o'clock St. Louis, Ivanhoe, Ascalon 
and St. Aldemar commanderies, Knights 
Templar, 300 strong, commanded by Grand 
Marsha! W. H. Glancy, marched to the 
eminence and took formal possession. 
They were in full regalia and made an im- 
posing appearance.

FIRST BRIBE OHARGE 
FOR 1901 ASSEMBLY 


Supreme Oourt’s Decision 
Upholding Silence of Pape 
and Hickox Cut the In- 
vestigation Short. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 21—The 
Cole County grandjury, after spending five 
weeks investigating legislative boodling, 
made its report to the circuit court late 
this afternoon and was discharged by 
Judge Hazell. 

Only one indictment eccommanies the 
raport of the grapdjury. While no official 
information can be had, it is generally be- 
lieved that the indictment ts against a sen- 
ator for soliciting and accepfing bribes in 
connection with alum legislation at the 
late session of the legislature. 

This is the only indictment found by the 
grandjury for boodiing at the late session 
of the legislature, the seven other indict- 
ments all dating beck to the 1901 session. 

It was thought for some time after the 
grandjury was convened by Judge Hazell 
that it would find a number of indictments 
against persons here for gambling, but 
Prosecuting Attorney Stone filed 12 in- 
formations a few weeks ago charging per- 
sons here with gambling, making indict- 
ments unnecessary, as these informations 
serve the same purpose. It is likely, how- 
ever, that the investigation by the grand- 
jury furnished the evidence on which the 
informations are based. 

No arrests have yet been made on these 
informations, but it {s maid the defend- 
ants will likely be taken into custody by 
Sheriff Smith now, as the grandjury has 
adjourned, 

The jury was in session nearly five weeks, 
at a cost to the county of $2000. It re- 
turned seven indictments, charging legis- 
lative boodling, and one indictment against 
former City Marshal C. R. Davis of this 
city for assault. 

The seven indictments are against Dan- 
fel J. Kelley, the Baking Powder Trust 
agent, of New York on three counts; State 
Senators B. L. Matthews of St Leuls 
County, Charlies A. Smith af St. Louls 
County, Frank H. Farris of Crawford 
County, and the one returned today. 

The defendants who have been arrested 
will be tried at the July term of-the cirouit 
court before Judge Hazell unless the at- 
torneys for the defendant succeed in get- 
ting their cases continued. 

The grandjury, in its final report to the 
court, made some recommendations con- 
cerning the county buildings and conclud- 
ed by eaying that it had completed its 
labors according to law. 

Judge Hazell read the report carefully 
and then, in a few brief remarks, in which 
he complimented the jurors for their effi- 
client service and faithfulness in attend- 
ance to duty, he ordered them discharged. 

Judge Hazell is somewhat disappointed 
at the decision of the supreme court which 
released I. L.. Page and Cole Hickox from 
testifying before the jury, and the work 


judge had expected. 

The fact that Judge Haze!! 
compel Page and Hickox to tell what they 
knew about legislative boodling because 
they stood on their constitutional rights 
and sald they would incriminate them- 
selves is believed to have brought the in- 
vestigation to a close much earlier than if 
these witnesses had been compelled to give 
their testimony. 

Judge Hazell stated this afternoon that 
possibly more could be accomplished now 
by discharging the grandjury and watching 


wise, and that, in the course of a few 
weeks, if he thought it necessary, he would 
call a jury for the July term of court. 
when the investigation would be taken up 
anew.

Burning Question in

HOW_-HE PAID OFF THE 
EXPECTANT SENATORS 


Says He Got No Money at 
Last Session and Two 
Years Ago Only Baking 
Powder Boodle. 


Forener lLTdeutenant-Governor John A. 
Lee is expected to issue a statement in a 


few days setting forth the disclosures he 
has made to Circuit Attorney Folk relative 
to the alum baking powder scandal. 

In advising this course, it is understood 
that Mr. Folk wishes to review other 
boodle deals in which money is alleged to 
have been used. 

Gov. Lee will\give details conected with 
the defeat of the bill to repeal the anti- 
alum jaw at the 1901 session of the legisla- 
ture. 

He will reiterate the following, which is 
part of his sworn confession now in the 
hands of the Attorney-General and Mr. 
Folk: 

1. That Daniel J. Kelley sent to him from 
New York a check for $10,000, which was to 
be used according to his own discretion. 

2. That Senator Frank Farris of Craw- 
ford County acted as his (Lee's) adviser, 
and after discussing the method of de- 
feating the bill, sald: 

‘We will give six members of the com- 
mittee ‘(referring to, the criminal juris- 
Prudence committee, which smothered the 
bill) $1000 each, and also the same amount 
to the man who introduced the bill In be- 
half of the independent baking powder 
manufacturers.”’ 

Seven senators were to receive the money. 


All Knew What 
Money Was For. 

After cashing the check, Gov. Lee says, 
he went to the Laclede Hotel, where he had 
an appointment to meet Senator Farris. 

While talking with the latter, he declares, 
Senators Smith and Matthews entered. 

They understood. the arrangement, he 
says, and he forthwith handed each $1000. 

It wag also Gov. Iee’s impression that 
Senator. Morton was in the room at the 
time, but subsequently he changed this 
statement. 

The money for the other senators, the ex- 
lieutenant-governor avers, was turned over 
to Senator Farris, who he supposed gave 
it to them. | 

As to other boodle transactions, Gov. Lee 
says he has only a genera! knowledge. 

At the recent session, he insists, he tried 
to do right. but his political enemies re-

gan to turn blue. The sheriff redeved him 
to the extent of placing a wedge between 
the two pleces of the pillory, which made 
ff much easier.

He was taken at once to the jail. 
where he was stripped of his two shirts 
and was brought back to the post to re- 
celve his whipping... With his back bare 
and his arms strapped by iron bars to 
the post, he received the 30 lashes pre- 
scribed by the court. The whip was 
applied lightly. 

In addition to his whipping and pil- 
lory, Watson will have to serve six years 
in jail and pay a fine of $500. ‘ 

The second culprit was William Fisher, 
an old offender, convicted of stealing a 
turkey. He received 10 lashes, and will 
serve 18 monthsfin jafl. 

Earnest Blockstone, colored, cohvicted 
of larceny of a horse blanket, drew back 
when brought to the whipping post. He 
was quickly strapped to the post and 
received 10 lashes. He will serve three 
months in jail. 

The last offender was William Hamil- 
ton, colored, a confirmed chicken thief, 
60 years old. He had eluded the officers 
time and again, but two weeks ago was 
caught in a farmer's hen roost? He re- 
ceived 10 lashes, and will serve two years 
in jail.

IN POSTOFFICE 


Persons Hired ‘asx’ Laborers 
for Clerical Work to Oom- 
ply With Law. 


Specia] to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 32—When is a ia- 
borer not a laborer?’ is a favorite Washb- 
ington conundrum. The answer is: “When 
they need clerks in the postoffice depart- 
ment.”’ 

A generous Congress provides more lia- 

borers at $000 a year for the postoffice de- 
partment than are required, but some- 
times refuses to give as,many clerks as 
are needed. 
«The result ie a simple bit of juggling. 
Men and women, who are willing to work 
for $600 a year and can get the requisite 
influence, are hired as laborers and put 
to work as clerks. They are carried on 
the rolls as laborérs. 

Sometimes there is juggling in other 
ways. For instance, there never has been 
an appropriation for machinists to take 
care of the canceling machines. There 
is an appropriation for haif a dozen more 
$2000 u year bookkeapers than are needed. 
So machinists are hired and carried on 
the rolls as bookkeepers and they attend 
to the machines.

Rubey Quiet and 
a Hard Worker. 

Rubey is a man of quiet ways. Outside 
of the Senate chamber he was seen sel- 
dom in the company of his official col- 
leagues. He earned a reputation as a 


tireless worker arid his industry showed in 


the readiness and skill with which he mas- 
tered debate. 

Senator Farris was considered the ora- 

At the 
same time the Crawford County states- 
man was given to those tactics which over- 
awed his companions and made them hes- 
itate to engage his vocal batteries. 

Studied closely, Farris was a blusterer. 
Extravagant language and frequent refer- 
ences to the deity as the sole judge of 
his conduct impressed his auditors. He 
had a fine flow of metaphors, but real. 
deep. incisive learning constituted neither 
the force nor the basis of his argument. 

Probably Farris could grasp a question 
quicker than those about him, but he could 
never hold WH petition when confronted 
with cold facts, plausible though he always 
waa. 

Rubey was the man—the only senator— 
who tackled Farris and never lost. ‘Pos- 
eessing neither exceptiona! brillfancy ror 
oratorical talent he handled his “guns.” 
asthe saying is, with the weapom: of com- 
mon sense, dignity, firmness and fearless- 
ness. 

Senator Farrie appreciated the strength 
of his adversary and admired his consist- 
ency. This was the jewel that few mem- 
bers of the Mirsouri Senate could boast of, 
either in precept or practice.

Farrtes replied and in a ringing address 
repelled Rubey's insinuations. 

“IT stand by all I said,’’ thundered Ru- 
bey.

“He is back of every move that Is made 
to keep this law on the statute books. 

“‘Defeated on one proposition he is ready 
with another, and I can only juége hs 
lofty motive by the interest which he con- 
stantly manifests in opposiyg liec’sla‘ion 
demanded by an overwhelming public sen- 
timent.”’ 

But though unusual warmth was tnjected 

into these forensic duels. Farris and 
Rubey always parted the best of friends.

To his warrior colleague Rubey paid this 
compliment: ‘“‘There is one thing about 
Frank, He never stands on two platfo: ms. 
He is an open fighter and has plenty of 
coumsge."’ 

M ured from the usual stahdards the 
new lieutenant-governor is not a polit cil 
giant. 

‘Tom is not a big man, ne'‘ther ts he a 
little one,” said a friend the other day. 

In other words, while able, fearless and 
courageous to the point of sacrifcng ev- | 
erything to his own individual con 1 tions. | 
Mr. Rubey scarcely rises above mediccri y. 
But it is this very fact that has mace 


him a power. 
As a senator, Rubey never did pose as 


a leader. yet somehow he always ied. HS 
words carried we ght, and it was their 
genuine sincerity that won votes. 
Compared with his predecessor, he is eas- 
lly entitled to the scepter of superiority. 


Rubey Is 

Not Narrow-Minded. 

His public record shows that pettiness 
has no place In his vocabulary of princt- 
ples. One of the newspaper correspondents 
at the recent session had an illustration of 
this. when unintentionally he stated that 
Farris was a member of the criminal ju- 
risprudence committee, to whch Rubey,. 
during the absence of President Lee, re- 
ferred the anti-alum bill. 

“You did me an injustice,” sald Rubey, 
“] wish you to be careful about these 
matters.” 

It seems Farris was not identified with 
the committee and when a correction was 


promised Rubey eaid: | 


“O, no, never mind; that mistake will 
right itself.’’ . 

Sometimes Gov. Rubey attacked the sen- 
ators on his own side. Those who have 
observed legislative proceedings know that 
a certain coterie of the so-called ‘“faith- 
ful’’ continually prate about the ‘‘common 
people’’ and are forever, right or wrong, 
proclaiming their hostility to corporations. 

Senator Heather of Mar'on supplied the 
most apt retort to this superannvuated 
phrase when he declared that “in my dis- 
trict, gentlemen, there are no common peo- 
ple.”’ 

It is not suggested that Senator Dowell 
of Lewis was one of this class, but at 
times he gave utterance to remarks that 
made it seem as though he were constantly 
worrying about what others thought of his 
Oofficia! acts. 

One day the senator from Lewis exhaust- 
ed his never-failing energy along this line 
and Rubey volunteered a rejoinder. 

“I am sorry,” said Rubey, “that my 
friend from Lewis is always harping on his 
record No matter what he does or which 
way he turns on a legislative proposition 
the ‘record’ is his nightmare. He ts afraid 
something will happen to hurt his record 
and that he will do sometine that {fs in- 
consistent with his record. Mr. President. 
I vote as my conscience dictates and then 
let my record speak for itself.’’ 


Rubey Was Once 
a School Teacher. 

Gov. Rubey taught school a number of 
years, after leaving the Missouri Univer- 
sity, of which he {s a graduate, and for 
®. while was a member of the faculty of 
the State Schoo! of Mines at Rolla. Be- 
cause of friction which arose between him- 
self and State Senator Henry H. Hohen- 
schild, Gov. Rubey resig §d. and went to 
La Plata, Macon County, where he is now 
engaged in the banking business. 

His advent into pol.tics was made at the 
session of the thirty-s'xth general assem- 
bly, 12 years ago. He represented Laclede 
County in the lower branch of the assem- 
bly. This honor, however, did not come to 
him without a keen struggle. Laclede Is 
ranked among the doubful Missouri coun- 
ties. 

Prior to 1891 the Republicans generally 
managed to corral the laurels of victory. 
Their representative was James T. Moore. 

Mr. Moore’s standing as a politician is 
hest exemplified by the fact that his party 
put him forward as a congressional noml- 
nee and he came within a few votes of

Even when the mound builders were in 
southern Illinois, Milton hill was a burying 
ground, and centuries later when the red 
men pitched their tepees on the banks of 
| the rolling * Mississippi, it was the resting 
place of the braves and chiefs whose spirits 
had departed for the “happy hunting 
| ground.” When the pale-faced pioneers 
came from the East, it was a spot vener- 
ated by the Indians in story and legend. 

The itmmigrant of later years was not 
awed by the Indian tales. He was attracted 
by the beauties of the promontory over- 
looking Woods river, where it flowed down 
into the Mississippi, and a road was built 
through the old burying grounds, a bridge 
was thrown across the stream and a small 
settlement grew there. 

Tules were told of travelers, even lqter 
than ‘n the frontier days, were never seen 
after stopping at the hill of after starting 
through the long, covered bridge over 
Voods river.

EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND’S POPULARITY. 


ne of the interesting incidents of the dedication events was 
the enthusiastic ovation accorded ex-President Cleveland by the 
people whenever he appeared in public. These outbursts of pop- 
ular enthusiasm over the ex-President occurred at every opypor- 
tunity, and were so spontaneous and vociferous that their gen- 
uineness as expressions of the kindly sentiment and admiuraticn 
felt by the people for the man cannot be questioned. 
Despite Preskient Roosevelt's advantage as President and the 
official man of the hour, it may be said fairly that ex-President 
Cleveland shared the honors with him. In fact, the balance of 
testimony leans to the conclusion that when the President and 
ex-President appeared in the procession and on the platform on 
dedication day the greeting to the ex-President was more en- 
thusiastic and prolonged than that to the President. It was 
certa.nly never at any time less. 
Naturally, this conspicuous popularity of ex-President Cleve- 
land, ine view of his position and especially of the current belief 
that he is unpopular in the West, was a leading topic of conver- 
sation among the public men who gathered in St. Louis. They 
are asking, ‘“What does it mean?’’ They are wondering whether 
it is merely an expression of sentimental regard for the unique 
position of Mr. Clevedand as the only living ex-President, or sig- 
nifies a renewed interest -in him as a public man and growing 
admiration of his character and capacity as a statesman who is 
yet available for public duty. These questions had special interest 
for the gathering of politictans from Missouri and the central 
West, who could not help but note that a large proportion of the 
cheering throngs were made up of country people and working- 
men. 
There was nothing in Mr. Cleveland's actions or utterances 
designed to draw out popular expressions of sentiment. On the 
contrary he assumed the role of retired statesman and bore it 
with surprising graciousness and modesty. All of his speeches, 
except his dedication address, were in light and witty. vein, and 
contained playful allusions to his position as a “‘has been.”

This matter could be arranged when they 
visit the White House, having already re- 
celved ai special invitation, but such a 
move will not be attempted. Poets are not 
& grasping set of men, and they have no 
use for money, except to toes it playfully 
at the little birdies in the tree tops, but 
they will make an effort to revolutionize 
their business and to temper the asperities 
of the poet’s irksome trade by. demanding 
an elght-hour day for poets. \ 

They believe that eight consecutive hours, 
with only thirty minutes for lunch, is 
enough for y jokesmith or versefitter to 
labor, since experience has demonstrated 
that immortal verse. cannot be written in 
haste or according to a set formula, as is 
the case with historical novels, where all 
the author has to do is to fill in the spaceg 
between the quotation marks with a rub- 
ber stamp. 

The poets will also endeavor to limit 
the individual output of verse to three 
yards a day, narrow measure and doubie- 
leaded, and will demand that all verse 
handled by the daily newspapers bear the 
union label, believing that in union there 
is strength, and knowing full well that 
most of the non-union product printed by 
them is rank. 

As soon as these reforms are brought 
about, the poets, humorists and philoso- 
phers will be able to make almost as much 
money and to live in a style almost as good 
as that of a union hodcarrier, though they 
can hardly hope to be recognized bythe 
plasterers, who hold fnemselves above the 
common people on the strength of $6 a 


day.

The keeper of a cafe,. frequented by the 
troops, once spoke to the colonel of an 
Andino regiment and said that his soldiers 
borrowed his knives and forks and did not 
return them. “Do you mean that the sol- 
diers of my government are thieves?’ re- 
plied the colonel.

The bishop placed the hospital in charge 
of the Knights Hospitaliers of St. John of 
Jerusalem; but that charge was given up 
in 1185, conseqnent upon some disputes 
with De Blots’ successor, Todyve, 4 perge- 
cutor even as De Blols was a supporter 
of Thomas a’ Becket through his long 
struggle with Henry II. In 1200 Episcopal 
management was secured, but the deeds 
were not handed over until 1379, and then 
to Bishop William of Wyckham, who, after 
much care and trouble, put the Institu- 
tion on a good foundation according to 
the intentions of De Blois. 

The church and hospital form a picture 
of medieval England unsurpassed in the 
kingdom. Situated in a narrow valley,

WHEAT CROP IN AMERICA 
HAS DETERIORATED 


Off Materially—Weather Conditio 
Abroad Have Improved—Corn 
_@nmd Oat Crops Promise to Be 

Late—Oat Acreage Will 
* Be Smaller.

In Jast Sunday's Post-Dispatch the cer- 
tainty of a lively fight between the bill and 
bear forces for supremacy in wheat was 
Outlined. The first engagement came off 
this past week, the finish of which plainly 
showed the bulls had all of the best of it 
up to that time. The ground gained was 
not great, but at the close of Friday the 
fractional close for the week in the St. 
Louls market, the July option was about 
68c, and on the “curd” it sold at 68}%c. 
This was the highest price for that option 
since March 19, and a gain over the low 
Price made of 2%c. September, the other 
mew crop option, hag worked up to 67%c. 
The bears, themselves, have been proba- 
bly the best bull factor, their buying in of 
their short lines going a long ways to- 
wards elevating values, but a larger long 
interest has been formed than has been 
geen for some time past, and, while it is 
claimed that the short interest is still 
something enormous, there is no doubt but 
that the speculative mcrket is more nearly 
evened up than it was a week ago. The 
shorts who have thrown up their hands 
and quit are the small fry generally, and 
some of them have turned to the bull side 
for a “‘fiyer,”” or by conversion.

MORE THAN $13,450,000 


Absence of Speculation Is Taken to 
Mean That American Stock Dealers 
Are Not Contracting Any New 
Debts and Are Paying the Old

NEW YORK, May 2-—The New York 
Evening Post today says: 

‘Icday’s bank statement was a forcibdte 
illustration of the reasons for calling a halt 
in “new promotions.”’ 

With demands for such purposes elimin- 
atea, and with stock exchange borrowing 
reduced to a minimum, loans are shown to 
have increased this week no less than 
$13,453,000. This is the largest increase, for 
the ‘opening week in May, for at least ten 
years. 

‘It need only be said that the various 
necessary railway borrowings, which were 
left in the field on the withdrawal of new 
‘“‘tlotation’’ schemes, were bound to absorb 
large blocks of the market's capital, and 
have doubtless begun to do so. This is 
precisely what every experienced banker 
had in mind in the recent discouraged con- 
troversy as to our undigested securities. 
tiad cash holdings moved this week, as 
they did in the same week one and two 
years ago, surplus reserves would have 
shown substantial decrease. As it is, in- 
terior banks have been drawn upon so free- 
ly for cash this week that the surpius re- 
mains to all intents unchanged. Its total 
is larger than that of the corresponding 
date in 190%, 1981 or 1881. The problem be- 
fore the bark community is to keep it so. 


Yesterday’s Market 

Stood Motionless. 

Comment on the day’s stock market is 
hardly necessary. It stood motionless un-

Paying Off Our 

Existing Debts, 

The absence of speculation which now 
exists ig precistly what ought to have ex- 


isted a year ago. It is an undoubtedly 
wholesome sign, and if the same conserva- 
tive policy is applied for a little longer it 
will do much to help the finangia markets 
out of thtir awkward deadlock. Nothing, 
for instance, would more quickly put this 
market into a normal position with regard 
to Europe than evidence that wé were now 
applying ourselves, not to piling up new 
debt, but to paying off part of what ex- 
ists already; not to loading the market 
with mort unsalable securities, but to giv- 
ipg an opportunity for the digestion of 
those now pressing on it. 

Te harvests will play a highly important 
art in this process of reconstruction. 
Nothing could possibly have been a luckier 
windfall for the financial United States 
than the promised winter wheat crop, com- 
ing along with the outlook for short sup- 
plies abroad. The week's cold wave in the 
middie grain belt caused some natura! stir 
of apprehension; an excited stock market 
would have been moved to its depths by it. 
But the consensus of poinion is that the 
unseasonable frost came too late to do any 
scrious harm to one crop and too early to 
hurt the other. 

If our markets restrain themselves for a

Mr. Rockefeller wasted on time in pre- 
liminary waggling of the driver, as most 
do, to loosen and supple the muscles of 
the wrists.

The oll king stepped toward 
the ball and took his stand cautionusly_a 
long way from it. He wasted no moments 
in estimating or changing distance.

Next time up the driver swung up slowly 
as far as Mr. Rockefeller’s shoulder, then 
his body swung around with it and at the 
same time drew back from the ball.

The head of the club, in 
other words, was swept around almost in a 
full circle, not in a brief arc. as a man 
swings a bat. Few men of Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s age, who have taken up golf so late 
in life, get such a fine follow through as 
his..

WORKED AS BARTENDER 
IN SEATTLE SALOON. 


Scion of the House of Hamilton and 
Legal Heir to an Estate Valued at 
Over $2,000,000.

SEATTLE, Wash., May 2.—Jack Wood, 
a bartender, died here in a bathtub at the 
end of a protracted spree yesterday. It is 
said, and generally believed by those who 
know him, that he was heir to an estate 
of $2,000,000, left to him on the condition 
that he give up whisky and show that he 
could lead a--respectable life. He claimed 
to be a nephew of the wealthy and infia- 
ential Duke of Hamilton, the premier peer 
of Scotland, and Wood's real name was 
said to be Hamilton. 

Several years ago When he arrived in 
Seattle he was known as Wood Hamilton, 
but he soon changed his name to Jack 
Wood, and has been known as Wood ever 
since. A few months ago an English so- 
licitor, said to have been the agent of the 
Duke of Hamilton, called upon Wood in 
Seattle and urged him on behalf of his 
uncle fo mend his ways and go back to 
the old country. Wood, however,. scorned 
the proposition, saying, It is alleged, 

“I would rather lose my fortune than 
my whisky. If I can't have what belongs 
to me without taking a lot of childish 
pledges, I shall go without it.’ ’ 

It is probable that the body will be 
shipped to England, as friends of the de 
ceased called at the morgué today and ob- 
tained a stay of interment until they 


could communicate with the late Wood or 
Hamilton's relatives. 

The Duke of: Hamilton and Brandon was 
married on Dec. 4, 1901, to the beautiful 
Miss Nina Poore, sister of Robert 
Montague Poore, of the Seventh Hussar 
who was provost marshal under Lor 
Roberts in South Africa. On the bride's 
side there were riches and great beauty 
on the bridegroom's, a Jong Hst of titles 
and estates a gregating 157,000 acres. The 
Duke is a sufferer from paralysis. He was 
a lieutenant in the British navy until 1894. 
when he inherited the title and estates of 
Hamilton and Brandon from his cousin. 
who died childless. The family is of 
Scotch origin, tracing its ancestry back to 
who flourished in 


His cousin, Miss Isola Douglas Hamil- 
ton, created a sensation in New York by 
becoming an artist’s model. Lord Paunce- 
fote,.then British ambassador to this coun- 
try, interested himself in the. search for 
her. and tried every means to induce her 
to return to her English home, but she 
would not.

Y this one move the school at Tren- 
BR ton ceased to exist, and at Chi- 
cago there was a materia] addition 
to what is to be called ‘‘Ruskin Univer- 
sity.’’ 

Ruskin College was a socialistic school 
founded by Walter Vrooman, prime mover 
in the Western co-operative movement, 
of which so much was said and written 
a year ago, but which is now abandoned. 
The school was patterned after Ruskin 
Hall, Oxford, England, of which Mr. Vroo- 
man was also the patron saint. It pro- 
posed to give educational facilities In ex- 
change for student labor and to derive 
jts revenue from the associated industries. 
It was first launched in 1900, the build- 
ing at Trenton use@.by Avalon College, 
then suspended, having been secured by

During the entire three years Ruskin 
College's most distinguishing mark had 
been the socialistic ideas of its faculty 
and students. All the public festivals rang 
with the theories of a universal brother- 
hood and the bitter impeachment of pri- 
vate ownership of capital. Speakers were 
brought from abroad almost every weex. 
All were of socialistic convictions. It was 
more and more boldly announced, as the 
disciples age se sure of their ground, that

ishment of wages and the leveling of the 
nabob and hobo. 

When the co-operative movement first 
came upon the conservative little Mis- 
souri city there was great wailing and 
snashing of teeth. For a while the “movo- 
ment’ threatened to sweep evorything be- 
fore it, and local capitalists were much 
disturbed. It then spread to Kansas City 
and Other towns. In six months the money 
was mostly spent and Vrooman looked 
upon a wasted fortune, an unpopular in- 
dustrial revolution and a sea of finarcial 
complications.. All that Is left in Tren- 
ton today to tel! the story of the “Ameri- 
can Oxford’’ movement is 2 large farm, 
estimated at $100,000, and a small drig 
store. The former belongs to Mrs. Vroe- 
man and both are for gale. The chatli 
of stores and factories has been disposed 
of at a sacrifice and these enterprises 
merged with loca! establishments or are 
being run as independent enterprises under 
other names. Mr. Vrooman is in an East- 
ern sanitarium for nervous troubles. 


Perhaps no other town in the state 
would have resisted more dcggedly this 
socialistic conquest than dd _  “Trentor. 
Grundy County is a Republican strong- 
hold, and the prevailing public spirit is 
conservative to a fault. The political and 
religous ideas of the Vroomanites were 
at once decidedly distasteful to the local 
people, and the business enterprises could 
not give ground against the strong feel- 
ing already aroused toward the college 
ideals. 


Ruskin College was almost boycotted by 
local people. On this account it empha- 
sized more boldly its socialistic principl¢s, 
in order to attract attention abroid. 
Amongst the fifty or more students who 
were moved to Chicago were representa- 
tives of a large majority of the states of 
the Union and of several European and 
Asiatic countries. 

The last days of the college at Trenton 
were stormy. Realizing that the prom- 
inence given to radical sociological teach- 
ings had been an obstacle to success, the 
new management decided to put a”* check 
on it. The most avowed and noted of tha 
socialist professors were ‘let out,”’ after 
a long and fiefy discussion between the 
cpposing forces.

tudes, but not: in mountainous regiqns, nor

Moss grows best where there is continu- 
ous moisture. It .is intolerant, of sunlight.

HE Petrified Forest of Arizona, a wonder of the New World which recently 


has been made a national park by act of Congress, is one of 


the things 


which will be visited in the course of his present tour of the Southwest by 
Theodore Roosevelt, President and jack-of-all-sciences. 

Half westerner that he is, Mr. Roosevelt has never seen the place where in 

early geologic time a great forest was turned to rock as completely as ever Lot’s 


wife became a pillar of salt. 


Naturally, he heard a great deal of it when Con- 


gressman Lacey’s bill to make the forest a national park was passing the last 
house of Congress, and it is little to be wondered that he should include it among 
the things that he cannot afford to miss while he is in that corner of the country. 
The Petrified Forest of Arizona is the finest on earth. There are other parts 
of the West in which petrifactions have reached a surprising completeness, but 


the rock forest of Arizona overshadows them all. 


Here lie in countless numbers the 


trunks and fragments of giant trees so wood-like in appearance that one is com- 
pelied to touch their flint-like bark to become satisfied they are rock. They are 
distributed over a country covering more than a hundred square miles, and their 
weight and bulk are such that no more can be done for their preservation than to 
reserve the forest as a piece of the public domain. 

Some few sections of trees have been taken away to scientific institutions, but 
the big and beautiful trees are too heavy to move.

HERE is scarcely anything more won- 
derful in nature than the petrified 
trees of the Southwest. But they 

make no such active exhibit as did the gey- 
sers which Mr. Roosevelt has recently seen 
in the Yellowetone Park, The country, in- 
deed, is another sort of a country. In the 
Ya@lowstone there are snow-capped moun- 
tains, rushing torrents, great forests of 
pinons and herds of wild game. It is a 
place of life and beauty and refreshing airs. 
Te ia different in the Petrified Forest. 
While the air ts bracing, it is @ valley of 
Geath. The desert is king. The clouds sel- 
dam yield a rain; there is little or no grass: 
there is no creatiire afoot but the blinking 
herned toads; it ie a beautiful country in 
its biue skies and red and yellow hills, 
bet foapmante of years of the course of 
have done a terrible work.

Five miles south of this sta- 
tion is the finest group of petrification to 
be found in the forest. One of the big 
trees even spans an arroyo, making a per- 
fect and picturesque petrified bridge. 
Around ft are great trunks of trees which 
Temind one of the famous Black Forest of 
Burope, so forbidding they seem. The 
guides of the petrified tree country have 
heard, perhaps, more exciamattons than 
any other set of guides in America, for 


net even the geologist is prepared for what 
The naturalnets } of 


the trees is simply astounding. There is 
not one thing in bark or fibre to distin- 
guish the petrified wood from the real wood 
frequently found beside it. 

In urging the passage of his bill to make 
the Petrified Forest a part of the national 
domain, Congressman Lacey set forth as 
the chief reason for its adoption that the 
forest was being visited by greater num- 
bers of persons each year, and that van- 
dalism was increasing to such an extent 
that some of the finest things in the fores‘ 
would be soon destroyed unless Congrees 
took measures to stop it. The petrified 
trees are out on a desert which offers no 
inducements to homesteaders, and the re- 
sult hae been that they have been the prop- 
erty of every man, woman and child in 
the United States, each being privileged 
to go in and hammer about as he would. 
The big trees present too much of an ad- 
amantine' exterior to have suffered by the 
depredations of relic hunters and souvenir 
seekers, but there are small trees which 
have not been proof against the sledge- 
hammer, and some of these have been 
cracked up and shipped to the corners of 
the earth. There is scarcely a. scientific 
institution without them, and the private 
holdings are enormous. One sees at such 
places as Las Vegas, New Mexico, great 
sections of tree trunks transported at con- 
siderable cost from the Petrified Forest.

In *“‘Hard Cash"’ there was a young col- 
legian—an Oxford: stroke oar—who fell in 
love with a beautiful girl. Through a pe- 
culilar set of circumstances he was con- 
fined for a long time in u private mad- 
house, whence he finally escaped. His 
father controlled a sum of money: which 
the young man desired to restore to its 
rightful. owners. 

The story of Alfred Hardie was a mys- 
tery of money, as is’ the tale of Moses 
Fowler Chase. In the fiction, Julla Dodd 
finally wedded her lover. In the tale of 
fact, Elizabeth Freyman married another 
man. Fiction is’ kinder than fact. 

Moses Fowler Chase was a‘ collegian, 
and it was said that. his’ mental trouble 
was caused by being sunstruck while 


playing golf bareheaded on a bot day. 
Alfred Hardie of the novel was subject to 
headaches, and once deserted his colleges 
shell, of which he was stroke, at the an- 
nual race at Henley, because of one of 
these violent headaches. Headaches, there 
fore, belong both to the fact and to the 
fiction. 

In both the novel and in real life. there 
was one side deeply interested in keeping 
the supposed lunatic incarcerated and the 
other side was as deeply desirous for 
his liberation. It turned out that Alfred 
Hardie never was a lunatic, that he was 
a brighter man than most men, and all 
came out right in the end.: What of Moses 
Fowler Chase? 

Charles Reade wrote “Hard Cash’ with @

purpose, and that was to prove to the 
world that it was possible for persons 
perfectly sane to be shut up in madhouses 
in England and confined for years, for life, 
perhaps, to carry out the wicked designs of 
their enemies. Mr. Reade held that this 
was not ‘only possible, but that it actually 
had happened ‘many times im his country, 


and he declared that the story of Alfred 
Hardie was based upon actual occurrences. 

While “Hard Cash"’ was being published 
serially it aroused the animosity of many 
physicians, who held that Mr. Reade had 
libeled their profession, inasmuch as he 
had thrown the odium of Alfred’s incarcer- 
ation upon the doctors who had examined 


Several physicians, at 
great length, attacked the novelist in the 
London dailies. Charles Reade replied with 
scorn, but piled up argument after argu- 
ment to substantiate his charges.

Superfiuous Hair. : 

STAUNCH ADVOCATE.—I am _ sorry 
your letters ha¥Ve hitherto been un- 
answered. I am always, unfortunately, be- 
hindhand with my correspondence. If you 
had sent your personal address, I should 
have made an effort to write you by post, 
but of course, this is impossible in the clr- 
cumstances. Fo far as the suverflucus 
hair is concerned, I do not think you need 
be so apprehensive. 

Scrub your face every night with the 
camel's-hair face-scrubbing brush. ‘There 
is no easy cure for superfiuous hair, but 
there are a number of depilatories which 
will keep the hair in abeyance. The elec- 
tric needle and the X-ray treatments are 
the only methods that positively kill the 
hair follicle. 

There are no simple home-made remedies 
that will eradicate superfluous hair. Do 
not deceive yourself on this point. 

My personal opinion is that of all the 
depilatories the plaster stick, for the face 
at least, is best. 

It is. composed of harmless ingredients, 
and I do think it is most effective. 

The cNtemical depllatories can be made at 
home, but are usually unsuccessful; so It 
is best to buy them ready made or to have 
& reputable druggist compound them. 

I give you one of the best recipes: 

One of the oldest depilatories manufact- 
ured, and which has a very large sale, 1s 
as follows: 

Sulprydrate of soda, 
300 grains. 

Make into a thin paste with water and 
apply to the hairy part, and let it remain 
a few moments and then scrape it off with 
a blunt blade—a paper-knife, for example.
